Dr. Faget suffered his first serious heart 
attack few days before Christmas, 1945. 
second attack occurred January 
this year while was attending sym- 
posium antibiotics inWashington, D.C. 
that time was hospitalized Baiti- 
more. April, few weeks after his re- 
turn Carville, Dr. Faget was assigned 
the New Orleans Marine Hospital 
where was given lighter duties. 

When Dr. Faget became M.O.C. this 
hospital July 1940. immediately cen- 
tered his interests the scientific prob- 
lems the disease, and due great 
deal credit for the remarkable progress 
that has been made here the chemo- 
therapy Hansen’s Dr. Faget was 
not satisfied with the traditional chaul- 
moogra oil treatment for Hansen’s disease 
employed course neither was 
anyone else, but did something about 
it. was the true scientist, one who did 
not consider established methods per- 
fect and permanent, but essentially in- 
complete. was ever ready try new 
remedies. Pursuing this course wrote 
all over the world, once Madagascar 
about new treatment which had been 
widely publicized the press. Only few 
months after his arrival here was writ- 
ing Dr. E.A. Sharp the Research 
Department Parke-Davis for informa- 
tion about promin, new product, 
which Dr. E.V. Cowdry the Washing- 
ton University, School Medicine, 
Louis, had used experimentally murine 
leprosy with encouraging results. The rest 
history Medical History which has 
revolutionized the treatment Hansen’s 
disease. 

native New Orleanian, Dr. Faget was 
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descended from line distinguished 
medical forebears. His grandfather was 
the Dr. J.C. Faget yellow fever fame. 
After graduating from Tulane Medical 
Schoolin Dr. Faget interned Pres- 
byterian Hospital, New Orleans. 19:7 
enlisted the British Colonial Medical 
Service and spent five years British 
Honduras where doubt his long stand- 
ing interest tropical diseases began. 
returned the United States after three 
severe attacks malaria. The last one al- 
most finished him said. 

Dr. Faget joined the U.S. Public Health 
Service 1922 and during his almost quar- 
ter century service, his assignments in- 
cluded U.S. Marine Hospitals Mobile, 
Alabama; San Francisco, California; Fort 
Stanton, New Mexico; New Orleans, 
Louisiana; Norfolk, Virginia; and Car- 
ville. 

Faget was fellow the American 
Medical Association and the American 
College Physicians, and member 
the Associated Military Surgeons and the 
International Leprosy Association. 
contributed many important papers 
tuberculosis and Hansen’s disease med- 
ical literature Some these papers 
read before Conventions the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Last October 
flew Rio Janeiro participate 
the Pan-Americ Conference lepro- 
where was honored being select- 
the Chairman the section 
therapeutics, and his paper the chem- 
otherapy leprosy given Rio was one 
the highlights the Conference.

LEPROSY ISN’T WHAT 
USED 
from DES MOINES REGISTER --- Jan. 1947 


For long time now has been known 
that leprosy only slightly catching—not 
all dangerous patients are taught 
few simple precautions. 

Yet our laws and customs folklore 
are still pretty much they were Bib- 
lical times. Even our medical institutions 
for treating leprosy are remote and iso- 
where they are the days 
when leprosy was supposed spread 
the slightest touch, and the most rigid 
isolation was required. 


Now the United States Public Health 


Service proposing new laws, customs, 
and institutions based modern know- 
ledge the disease. proposes out-pat- 
ient treatment for all but the most far gone 
cases, with special treatment centers the 
four states where leprosy most common 

proposes repeal the restriction 
interstate travel leprosy patients. 

The heart-rending drama leprosy 
Ben Hur 2,000 years ago was not very 
different from what the newspapers made
